often no more attractive than the 
older varieties, The older variet- 
ies are very likely lower priced. 

Here are some bulb planting 
tips: 

1. Plan where your bulbs will 
give you most attractive results, 

2. Plant bulbs the proper dep- 
th. Large bulbs should be plant- 
ed at a depth which will leave 
their tops about three times the 
diameter of the bulbs below the 
surface of the ground. That is,
